THE WINEROOM ORDINANCE. 


THESE arc great days for the ordi- 


nance makers. AH that is needed is a copy 
of the measure submitted last Sunday by 
the Committee appointed after the Antlers 
Hotel meeting last January, and a few min- 
utes work with a blue pencil. The result 
is calculated to win the approval of the 
wideopen element because of the elimina- 
tion of the safeguards which the Committee 
placed in the original ordinance. 


A draft of this kind, with petition at- 


tached, appeared on 
the 
street last 


Wednesday, but was soon withdrawn for 
lack of support. But now somebody else 
has been busy with a blue penal and pro- 
duced a third draft, which was circulated 
and filed Saturday. To confuse the pub- 
lic its title is made to read precisely the 
same as the title of the ordinance submitted 
by the Committee, but a more fitting title 
would be, "An Ordinance to Establish 
Winerooms in the Guise of Restaurants and 
Saloons in the Guise of Clubs." 


The framers of the wineroom ordinance 


have stricken out the provision in Section 1 
of the Committee's ordinance forbidding 
liquor to be served "in or at any public 
place or place of public resort." This means 
that if it became io-J^. liquor could be 
served without resffictiorT in any restaurant 
or in the back-room of any store indeed, 
almost anywhere in town. 


The AvordS "of a national fraternal 


•order," are strickentffajii the club clause 
of the Committee's ordinance and the time 
limit is fixed at one year instead of five. 
The effect of this would be to enable a halt 
dozen men to organize "a local lodge in 
Colorado Springs," and secure a license aft- 
er one year of existence, 
Understand, it 


need not be the lodge "of a national fra- 
ternal order," so anybody could organize 
one and get a liquor license without even 
the forrnality of incorporating. 
What a 


joyous era would be ushered in, under this 
provision, for proprietor's of fake clubs! 


The,other prominent features of the 


wineroom ordinance are the removal of the 


- 75-room limit from hotels and the licensing 


of cafes and restaurants to both sell and 
serve 4iquor. The first of these provision? 
would enable any cheap rooming house to 
get a"1iquor license. For either of these 
privileges a license of $250 a year is to be 
charged. Druggists' licenses are fixed at 
SI,000 a year instead of $1,200, as pro- 
vided in the Committee's ordinance, but the 
other license fees are left as in that 
measure. Thus the respective fees for li- 
censes would be as follows: Drug stores, 
§1.000 a year; clubs, $500; restaurants (to 
both sell and serve) $250; hotels of less 
than 75 rooms, $250; hotels of from 75 
to 149 rooms, $500; hotels of more than 
150 rooms, $ 1,000. And finally, the fram- 
ers of the wineroom ordinance have entirely 
stricken out Section 26 of the Committee's 
ordinance, which declares that it shall be 
unlawful to drink or permit to be drunk 
liquor in any booth or other private com- 
partment in a restaurant, or to store liquor 
upon the premises. 


DEFEATS 
ITS OWN 
PURPOSE, 


For our part we cannot 


t-ee anything very serious in 
the appearance of this wine- 
room ordinance. 
It merely 


ihows, that the wideopen elu- 


ment is so thoroughly dissatisfied with the 
Committee's ordinance, and so anxious to 
fet a law under which it can make this a 
Wideopen town, that it has allowed zeal to 
get the better of discretion. 
Incidentally, 


by putting out this ordinance these men cast 
a reflection on their own intelligence. No- 
body gifted with an average amount of 
good, ordinary horse sense and reasonably 
familiar with conditions in Colorado Springs 
realh believes that a majority of the people • 
of this city coulj be induced to vote for a 
liquor law so jjtoringly lax and defective 
as is this wincroom ordinance.

This ib the source and inspiration of the 


wineroom ordinance. It will be supported 
at the polls only b> men of the type that 
fathered It, men who, if they had the 
chance, would establish open saloons in 
Colorado Springs. To as-sumf that it will 
receive the support of any of the class of 
people that favon> proper regulation is un- 
thinkable. 
The prevailing sentiment of 


Colorado Springs favors the sale of liquor 
under strict regulation, and it will not 
tolerate an attempt to establish any such 
disreputable resorts as would immediately 
be brought into existence by the adoption 
of this ordinance. 


EXIT UNCLE JOE. 


"Exit Speaker Cannon" would be a 


more fitting head line, for Uncle Joe is to 
remain a member of the House after 
Speaker Cannon has departed. Somehow 
we canntit work up any enthusiasm over his 
continuance even in the comparatively 
humble role of mere member. Much less 
can we enthuse over his eight years of 
service as presiding officer of the House. 
The plain truth is that Mr. Cannon's eight 
years rule has been bad both for the Hduse 
and the country. William Allen White, in 
a choice bit of muckraking, described him 
as "a vain, ignorant, arrogant, old moss- 
back," or something of that sort, and the 
description fits. 
He has been a more ab- 


solute czar than Tom Reed ever dreamed 
of being, and has justified his despotism by 
the smug pretense that he was at all times 
merely the servant and voice of the ma- 
jority. This bit of hypocrisy he kept up 
to the end. "I have never forgotten," he 
said yesterday, in his valedictory, "that my 
duty to the House was to obey its will and 
enforce the rules and preside with courtesy 
and impartiality." To people who kept- 
track of his performances there is some- 
thing almost humorous in that remark. 


We are glad that Uncle Joe is no longer 


to be the Speaker of the House and would 
feel still better about it ff he had also been 
beaten for re-election last fall. 
Perhaps 


there was a time when the American politi- 
cal system justified the influence and power 
of such men as he, but if so, it has passed. 
People no longer take their politics from 
the party bosses as inspired truth. 
They 


want to be shown. They want some other 
reason for indorsing a man or a policy than 
mere party expediency. They no longer 
accept the dictum of "my party, right or 
wrong," and the-abandonment of this idea 
carries with it the abandonment of such 
leaders as Joe Cannon. There are precious 
few regrets in the country today over his 
passing from the speakership.

Connecticut, New Jersey. Pennsylvania, pelaware. 
and. to some extent at l«->»t. In Maryland »ud Mfttn- 
chusetta. The whole chestnut tree area In America, 
•which reaches as far couth as northern Virginia and 
as far west as Buffalo, is infected. 
Only a few 


scattered trees can possibly escape,

pared to a cancer in the human bod)-. In some way 


Pt even the most expert of foresters cannot de- 


termine It eats into the living tissue of the tree. 
It does not attack any other Uee tba" the chestnut 
But it spreads from one to another of these with 
startling rapidity. 


Though the disease waa discovered Xne years 


ago, the progress it has been making has only Just 
been fully realized. 'With no possibility of stamping 
the blight out, scientists can now only sorrow that 
American forestry did not come into its own a 
quarter of a century ago. 
Then the chestnut might 


have been saved. 
Prompt chopping down yean 


ago would have arrested the epidemic. Now the 
devastation is too complete; the plague has too 
much headway'. 
In Forest park, Brooklyn, alone 


there are standing 19,000 dead chestnut tree* 


The difficulty and dnn«er art U"U the diccase 


spreads in almost the same manner as does a plague 
among human beings or animal* 
It is contagious. 


The blight forms on the tree's bark in tiny pockets. 
In these there g'ow little spores or needs. 
The 


wind scatters the spores everywhere, and any chest- 
nut tree that any spore lands on Is doomed. The 
spores carry the contagion for miles 
They are 


also carried in the fur of squirrels and in the plum- 
age of birds, and in the end no tree escapes unless 
it is completely isolated. In this -way for years the 
blight has been creeping through the chestnut for- 
ests and has done its work. The blisht dcx>s not 
show itself in the _bark until the tree is thoroughly
